Tho' 
the Maſquerade was ended, the 
Ball did continue ; Madam of 7owr- 
nou, after she had chang'd her Ap- 
parel, return'd into the Hall,

gone in to ſeck after Saxcerre, and 
to bblige him to fight, but he 
found him not there, and helearnt 

that Madam of 7oxrnon had ſaid, 
that Madmoiſelle of. Roye was re- 
tired with a: moſt violent Head- 
ach, Of truth, Madmoifklle of 
Reye had given it out ſo, that none 
ſhould be fſurpris'd at her not ap- 
pearing at the Ball. This Mar- 
queſs, not finding Saxcerre, did 
believe he might have follow'd 
ber, and it was impoſſible for him 
not to ſeek to be ſatisfied in it.

Upon 
this D' Ambojſe perceiv'd the Count 
of Sancerre coming out the Houſe, 
which made him too haſtily leave 
Saxſac , tor fear his Looks ſhould 
betray what he had newly faid. 
Into what an odd kind of Jeq- 
loufie did that Count enter 2 He 
fancy'd that Madmoiſelle of Roye 
had a ſecond time prov'd incon- 
ſtant to him, ſhe had been ftorc'd 
by her inclination to love Sax/ac ; 
D' Amboiſe did begin to believe 
that ſhe would always love that 
Perſon, whom ſhe had from the 
beginning, preterr'd to him, And 
that had in ſome manner alkyd 
the firſt heat of his Sentiments; 
but that Change did awaken them, 
and: kindled m him new defires, 
ſpight , and: tranfportment, | He 
believ'd that ſhe might-be-incon- 
ſtant, and he eſteem'd her the leſs 
but he acquired new fires by 3 
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he found himfelf full of earneſt de- 
ſires; to revenge /himſelt-of- that 
Perſon who went about toideprive 
bim 'of-a/ good, which he thought 
to be. already loſt;,- but he alſo tan- 
cy d- that there was a kind of fa- 
tisfaHion' in irevenging} ones ſelf, 
winch :did- not agree with 'a man 
who had : never - been -belov'd ;

Sanſac having inform'd Saxcerre

they .had ' forbid to follow them,

Madmoiſelle 'of Roye was ſome 
days without . going - out - of, her 
Chamber,under the preterice of an 
Head-ach , 16 that ſhe-would not 
ſee Sanſac. This Marqueſs's Com- 
bat with Sancerre made much noiſe 
at Court,- but the .Subje& of it was 
not known ; ' Sancerre had great 
reaſon to conceal it, ſo long:as he 
was not firmly eftabliſh'd in Mad- 
moiſelle of Roye's Favour.. Madam 
of Tournon inſinuated het ſelf with 
Sanſac on that account, and en- 
gapg'd him to Secrecy, faying, that 
he ought to have ſome regards for 
a Perſon whom. he had .lov'd fo 
long, but in truth it was to pre- 
vent Madmoiſelle of Roye from 
diving too deep into the buſineſs, 
' had ſhe known what ſhare:ſhe had 
in it. Sa»/ac did followithatCoun-

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againſt Madmoifelle of Roye was 
not diminiſhed. He in vain did 
endeavour to ſuppreſs his Paſſion ; _ 
he hated Madmoiſelle of Roye, yer 
he inceſſantly thought on her. - It 
is by forgetting that Love is 
cur'd. 

Madmioiſelle of -Roye having in- 
quired of Sancerre the cauſe of his 
Combat with San/ac, he told her 
that the Marqueſs had quarrell'd 
with him on a very ſhght pre- 
tence , but that the true cauſe of 
his Quarrel was his meeting him 
too often to his mind at Madam 
of Tournon's, for whoſe Perſon he 
could not be perſwaded that one 
could entertain fo little as a ſingle 
Friendſhip: Madmoiſelle of Roye 
{wallow'd down that Poiſon with- 
out reſiſtance, nothing now could 
defend Say/ac in her heart againft 
thoſe" ſurpriſing News, and ſhe was 
eaſily, brought to believe any thing 
of him on Madam of 7oxryor's ac- 
H 3 count, 
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count, which gave a great deal of 
hopes to bis Rival. ii, ; 
Madam, of ,Zournon, ill: conti- 
nu'd to\expreſs the ſame Frignd- 
ſhip to .Madmoiklle: of 'Roye, as 
formerly, - but it was receiv'd with 
a great deal of coldneſs. Thoſe 
two Rivals would no longer men- 
tion the, Marqueſs of Sanj4c'in 
their Diſcourſes,” and it was, but 
the aflcQing of not pronouncing 
his Name, which was a trouble to 
them. | | 
The Count of, Sayſac , Father 
to the Marqueſs , was, Governour 
of Towraine ; he was ſick at Tours, 


and in.that Age which no longer ' 


will sfford any hopes, of Cure. 
The Reverſion of his Government 
was at that time conferr'd upon 
his Son, through Madam of 7our- 
»on's means; he, knowing not that 
ſhe was the caufe of. all the trou- 
bles in his Amours, was willing to 
acknowledge that A to 

cr, 
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her, but he was oblig'd to be ab- 
ſent, he told her the neceſfity that 
he had of flying from Madmoifelle 
of Roye, and the Counteſs did nor 
oppoſe his deſign of going to 
Tours, Abſence was the means to 
prevent him from clearing any 
Points with Madmoiſelle of Roye, 
and of curing himſelt' of his Paſt 
on towards her. 

This Marqueſs went ſuddenly 
from Reims, and: fome few days 
after the Court return'd to Paris. 
Madam of Tournon took great care 
to have Madmoiſelle of Roye in- 
form'd of the great ſhare which 
ſhe had had in Sax/ac's late Prefer- 
ment, of truth he- wanted a Per- 
ſon that had a great intereſt in 
the Queen, to engage her to ſhew 
any Favour to that Family. 

Madmoiſelle of Roye was retur- 
ned into her Mother's hands, unto 
whom ſhe learnt that Madmoiſelle 
of Tournon was her Rival, and that 
H 4 ſhe 
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ſhe had betray'd her. Madam of 
Koye was ſomething troubled at 
Sanſac's Change; the Engagement 
in which divers Perſons knew 
that he was. with Madmoiſelle of 
Koye, had put by a great number 
of Pretenders, and his infidelity 
could not but do her ſome preju- 
dice. Madmoiſelle of Roye did 
ſenſibly feel the Afﬀront, and could 
not conſolate her ſelf for not ha- 
ving lov'd A4mboiſe, who had fo 
real a Paſſjon for her, and whoſe 
great Qualities and Conſtancy 
ought to have diverted her from 
that inclination which ſhe had for 
Sanlac, 

The Count-of Sancerre., who 
ſtill was with her under the notion 
of a Friend, did think it a favou: 
rable ſeaſon to declare his Paſſion, 
though /not fit to make any ad- 
vantage of his long concealment of 
it; but he reſiſted the deſire of ma- 
king it a merit, He fear'd bring- 
ing 
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ing on 'himſelf that Anger which 
ſhe had 'againſt Sayſac, if he ſhould 
let her know that he had all along 
been his Rival, and of making her 
to ſuſpett rhole things which he 
had faid of him ; ſo that he feign'd 
the 'beginning of a Paſſion, which 
the opportunity of daily ſeeing a 
beautiful Perſon that had no En- 
gagement, had pruduc. 
Madmoiſelle of Roye had found 
her ſelf too much diſobligd by 
Love .to admit it a ſecond time z 
and if her Heart could ever: be 
mov'd with it again, it could not 
be but an acknowledgment on 
Monſieur of Amboiſe's account ; 
ſhe anſwer'd Sancerre with that 
indifferency, which a Lover thinks 
more unſufterable than Anger it 
felf.. -And from that very mo- 
ment he did dread all the ill that 
he might expe& from it ; how- 
ever being not quite daſh'd out of 
countenance, he ſpoke to her more 
than once, H 5 Her 
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Her Love: was tired with con- 
ſtraining, it {elf ;- he. importan'd, 
if he could nat pleaſe ; ſo that 
Madmoifelle of Reye was oblig'd 
to let him know, that if he con- 
tinu'd his Diſcourſes, ſhe ſhould 
never ſee him more. She told it 
him with ſuch a calmneſs of mind, 
that he doubted not but that ſhe 
would make good her Threatning, 
and he was ſo vexed at it, that he 
would ſee her no more. 

In vain did the Count of 4m- 
boiſe ſeek in the Country for a 
quiet, which he had fail'd of the 
firſt time, a new reaſon of curing 
himſelf did but increaſe his. pain: 
The Count of Sancerre , Madmoi- 
ſelle of Roye , and Sanſac , did in- 
ceſſantly preſent themſelves to his 
imagination, and tormented him, 
He return'd| to;Paris, 'drawn thi- 
ther by his unquietneſs, and with- 
out knowing to what purpoſe ; he 
did not preſently gd to Madam of 

Roye's, 
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Roye 's, and he was abſolutely te-' 
ſolv'd to avoid ſeeing of her Daugh- 
ter ; mean time having inquired 
what ſhe did, he learnt that Sax- 
cerre had deſiſted ſeeing of - her, 
and he was told at the ſame. time; 
that it was becauſe that Count 
was fallen in Love-with her; that 
his Paſhon had been a trouble to 
her; and that in fine, ſhe had in 
a manner banifh'd him. As things 
indifferent are ſeldom conceaPd, 
Madmoiſelle of Roye had confels'd 
the truth of that buſineſs to ſome 
of her Friends, who had inquired 
after the Reaſons that Sarceyre did 
ke her no more ; and D' Ambryſe, 
who ſought after the knowledge 
of thoſe things, could not fail of 
being inform'd ; by that means he 
loſt all Suſpicion as to the Count 
of Saycerre, by whom he had been 
more alarm'd, than really made 
jealous ; he believ'd rhat- Mad- 
moiſelle of Roye had only '"defrgn'd 

| £0. - 
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to fret Saxſac, but not to betray 
him, when ſhe refusg'd to ſee him 
after the Maſquerading at Reims, 
and when ſhe had -receiv'd San- 
cerre, that it might only be the 
conſequences of a Love-quarrel, 
which he might not have heard 
of, and it was but-too eaſie to him 
co turn all his Anger upon Sanſac ; 
but he ſoon learnt alſo, that that 
Marqueſs was fallen in Love with 
Madam of 7ournon, and that News 
did produce in him divers agita- 
tions, in which he went no fur- 
ther at firſt than to know what 
Madmoiſelle of Roye's 'thoughts 
were on that Subject ; after which 
he. returnd to her Houſe with 
much earneſtneſs. 

Madam of Roye receiv'd him 
with her uſual Civilities, and Mad- 
moiſelle of Roye cappear'd melan- 
cholick, but civil and full ok re- 
gards ; there being ſome Perſons 
in the Chamber, he could not 
enter 
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enter into any articular Conver- 


ſation with her that day, but how- 
ever ſhe obſcrv'd that he lov'd her 
{till ; ſhe made ſome reflexions on 
his proceedings, and on thoſe of 
Sanſac ; the oppos'd the Conſtan- 
cy of. the one to the Inconſtancy 
of the other ; and though ſuch 
advantageous thoughts in the be- 
half of D'Amboiſe, did not yet 
carry. along with them Madmoi- 
ſcelle of Roye's Heart, it was much 
however that ſhe allow'd him ſo 
entire a preference in her mind, 
The firſt time that he faw her 
alone, he would have ſpoken of 
Sanſac ; but ſhe preſently avoided 
the Diſcourſe by a ſecret. confu- 
ſion, which ſhe was in at her be- 
ing abandon'd by. a man whom 
ſhe had preferr'd before him; 
mean time he let her underſtand, 
that he was not ignorant of what 
was ſaid of Sanſac's Change, and

Madam of 7ournon did ſtill con- 
tinue a Commerce of Letters with 
that Marqueſs, ſhe -had got inſen- 
ſibly ſo far, as to make him ap- 
prehend, that ſhe would willingly 
have afforded him fome comfort 
for Madmoiſelle of Roye's infideli- 
ty, he had ſeiz'd on that oppor- 
runity to endeavour to forget her, 
the deſire which he had fo to do, 
did ſometimes make him hope 
that he ſhould ſucceed in it, and 
give a certain -lively Air to his 
Letters, at which Madam of 7oar- 
non was very well pleasd, Mean 
time he did much leſs mind to 
perſwade her that he lov'd her, 
than to convince Madmotiſelle of

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The Count of Saxſac, his Fa- 


He of ther's ſickneſs, was a. reaſon that 
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might detain him at 7owrs ; he 
did write to his Friends, that he 
was in Love with that Counteſs, 
and they no longer did mention 
Madmoiſelle of ' Roye,to him, be- 
cauſe he had deſired them to for- 
bear ,. without giving any reaſon 
for it. During the time that Sax- 
cerre was ſtill number'd amongſt 
Madmoiſelle of Reye's Friends ;

At laſt neceſſity oblig'd her 
to intreat him to bring her to the 
firſt Houſes, while she ſhould ſend 
for a Coach to Paris, Thoſe Hou- 
ſes being at a great diſtance, she 
could not with decency leave him 
in the fields, and he found too 
much pleaſure in accompanying 
Madam of Amboz/e, to avoid it one 
moment, ſo that he carried her 
with two of her Wamen into tie 
next Town, What Charms [cr him 
to find himfelt with her ! He dur(t 
not tell her but indifferent things, 
but he ſpoke to her, did fee her, 
and did hope that that Rencon- 
tre would - not be without fome 
Conſequences ; the very Air of 
Myſtery which did happen acci- 
centally'in this Adventure, did af- 

tord him a great deal of delight. 
The ſame Reaſons that created 
that Lover's Joy, did alarm Mad- 
moiſelle/ 4mboiſe's Severity), $he 
was ſo agitated with different 
K 2 thoughts, 
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thoughts, that he ſaid nothing 
but in diforder. The Marqueſs, 
who perceiv'd it, did not,craw any 
ill Omen from it, neither durſt he 
ask her the permiſſion of ſeeing 
her any longer, after he had {et 
her where snhe deſired to be, bur he 
hover'd about that place, till she 
was gone from thence. 

The next day he writ to her to 
ask an hours Audience before he 
went to Chartres, where the King 
was ſending bim with a Reinforce- 
ment of four thouſand men, who 
were got into the City, which the 
Huguenots had beſieg'd. 

That Counteſs was puzled about 
the Conduct that she ſhould ob- 
ſerve in- that occaſion ; $he- had 
been,/buſied all the night with the 
thoughts of the Rencontre which 
she had made, St»ſac had appear d 
more amorous. than ever, but she 
durſt not find hin as lovely; mean 
time he was almoſt juſtified in her 
mind 
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mind, in regard of Madam of Towrnon, 
by his Letter,w hich ſhe had read divers 


{| times over. Monſieur of Ambor/e far 


from fearing that ſhe ſhould marry 
him, had in ſome manner enjoyned her 
to it at his death, yet ſhe thought that 
that was not ſufficient to invie her to 
marry him ; but that ſhe might ſee 
him without ſcruple, ſhe was to ſpeak 
to him, and to learn who it was nad 
ſent to Monſreur of Ambos/e thoſe Let- 
ters which had caus?d ſo much diſor- 
der. In fine, ſhe was to inform San- 
ſac of the reſolution that ſhe had ta- 
ken of remaiging a Widow; in thoſe 
thoughts ſhe let him know that he 
mizhrt ſee her. 

With what Joy did he go to her 
Hovſe, and found himſelf at liberty 
to ſpeak to her of his Paſlion ; he 
thought that her Beauty was yet 1n- 
creas'd, her Mourning and the Emoti- 
on which appear*d on her Face, did 
add a thouſand Charms. He caſt hime 
ſelf at her Feet, without pronouncivg 
ohne ſingle word';- and even without 
thinking what he did: 

Madam of Amboizſe did oblige him 
to riſe, with ſuch a ſerious Look, ag 
K 2 did 
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did kill him with fear , he took a ſeat 
as ſhe had ordered him to do, and: hs 
was a long time without daring to lift 
up kis Eyes towards her ; that Reſp«{t 
did move her more than the Tranſport 
of his Love had done. 

1] have had the boldneſs, AMad.im, (aid 
he ſcarce looking on her, to ak, to ſee 
you, but ] am ſufficiently prin fhd for it, 
and your Air dencunces me thoſe F vils, 
which I had avoiated to prevent, Madam 
of Ambozſe made him no Anſwer. Tou 
ſay nith:ng to me, Madam ? ad1cd he, 
ſpeak, 1euuce me to deſpair, thoſe harſh 
thinz: that you will ſay to me, will be leſs 
cruel thin your ſilence. 1 ſhall ſpeak, to 
you, anſwer. ſh», I had not let you come, 
if 1 had nor had a great del to ſay, and 
1 am only troubled where to beg in, . I bes 
lieve that 1 ongat not to rijoyce, Madam, 
ſaid he, at, what you have to ſay to me; 
it 1s eaſie for me to foreſee, that it mill 
not prove advantageous to me, and you 
take. off much of the Favour you do me, 
which had been tho great, had you had 
nothing to do but to hear me, 1 ſhall. not 
make any difficulty to confeſs to you, ſaid 
ſhe, that 1 bave ſeen that Letter you. writ 
t0 me 08 the account of my Marriage, = 
whic 
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which was ſent to Monſieur of Amboiſe, 
1 muſt know of. you to whom you had given 
it, and how ſo ll and unfortunate a buſt- 
veſs for me, through the death of Monſieur 
of Amboiſe, was carried, 

Sanſac related to her, that it being 
impoſlible for bim to return to Pars, 
becauſe there was ſome fear of an At- 


tempt by the Huguenots upon 7 ours ; 
he had truſted his Siſter with the Let- 
ter, who promis'd to put It into her 
own hands; that Madmoiſelle of Sar- 
Jac being as ignorant as he was, that 
they. were already married, thwght 
that- the beſt way was to prevent it, 
by ſending thoſe Letters to Mon{;eur 
of Amboiſe : But, Madam, added he, 
I find that their ill ſucceſs is imputed to 
me, and that though my Letter had been 
ſeen but to your ſelf, 1 ought not to have 
expetted any thing but your anger from 1t, 
No doubt of that , ſaid ſhe, ſecing that 
I was Monſieur of Amboile?s Wife ;, but 
I had reaſon to believe that Madam of 
Tournon would have comforted you of wy 
Marriage, or-at leaſt that it had nct af- 
flited you ſa mucin... Madam of Tours 
non, cryed he, -[s :t poſſible , Madam,

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one moment for your loſs ? Madam of 
Amboiſe contd not forbear ſpeaking to 
him of the deference which he had gi- 
ven to that Counteſs the Maſquerading 
day ; bvt he did proteſt to her with 
ſo much integrity and ingenuity, that 
he though: he had danced with her, 
and of the Converſation which he' alfo 
thought he had had with her, on the 
account of Sancerre, confounding them 
both for a while ; at laſt they unra- 
velPd it; and found that Madam of 
Tournon had play'd them both. Truth 
did manifeſt it {e1f ro them, while they 
difcours'd it ; they found that they 
were both innocent ; a pleaſing Joy 
which they had not felt of a long time, 
cook again poſleſſion of their Hearts, 
When they had no more Complaints 
to make, they lookt on cne another 
3 While. But, Madam, reply'd the 
Marqueſs of Sanſac, nhat availy it to 
that you have not lov"d Sancerre, 
if ] am oromn tudifferent to you ! Tou 
ozht, at leaſt, to' be ſo to me, reply'd 
Madam of Amboiſe ;, I bave married an 
Hutband, the moſt worthy 10 be (belowa 
that ever was, bis laſt words deſerv'ad 
that I ſhould ever be prepoſſeſd by him,

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I was reſolwd to make it a Secret to you 
but I find my ſelf engag'd to tell it you, 
to mark to you the better the obligation 
] have to love him ever, She gave him 
n account of the Converſation that 
Monfieur of Amboi/ſe had had with 
h:r on that ſubje, ſofcning a little 


thoſe Terms which might flatter him 
too much, yet that Lover remain*d 
charm'd with that confidence that ſhe 
had ſhew'd him, Ab! Madam, ſaid 
he, caſting himfelf once more at her 
feet, perform the. laſt Will of Monſieur 
of Amboiſe ; 1 have merited to ſucceed 
him, ſeeing that I am choſen by him fo 
t9 do, yorr indifferency only can render 
me #1worthy of it. But, added he, why 
ſhould 1 be indifferent to you ? I have 
we ceasrd one moment from being the 
moſt amorons of all men; 1 am autho- 
'ir'd to tell you ſo much, and you ought 
'0 make no ſcruples, but of not loving

When he was gone, Madam of Am- 
boſe did perceive how far ſhe had gone 
already ; , that the Suſpicions which 
Sanſac had diſpers?d, were become in 
ſome manner meritorious towards her, 
and that ſhe had found a great occa- 
- an ſion of praiſing him, in having not had 
1ſienr 25 great an occaſion of complaining of 
ox, Ne him ; ſhe thought that ſhe had gain- 
| Exam{ſaid her ſelf too eaſily and too ſoon ; 
th.nkgaud that when he ſhould make any re- 
| of boyſlexions on that Condut , he would 
'g to eqhave leſs eſteem for her than Love ; 
- »:y ſeſythat thought did vex her, ſhe told her 
bo 4s t ſel 
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ſelf, that ſuch an Husband as ſhe had 
had, did merit a Wife. with high Sen- 
timents, and ſtedfaſtneſs ; "that in fine, 
the pleaſure of thinking on him, and 
of being contented with her ſelf, ought 
for ever to poſſeſs her. 

But ſoon after ſhe made other gueſs 
Reflextons, Monſieur of Sanſac was 
kilPd before Charters, in ſallying forth 
on the Huguenots ; and ſhe had 
cruel a Sorrow for it, that ſhe gueſs'd 
it had been impoſlible ſor her to have 
merited "long his eſteem at the coſt of 
that tenderneſs which ſhe had for bim; 
ſhe return'd into the Country , where 
ſhe palsd the reſt of her days, fd 
with thoſe divers afflictions, and with- 
- out daring ever to-unrav<l them, for 
fear of knowing which was ſtrongeſt, 
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
